Press Tribute
Marks Funeral
Of Northcliffe

Publisher Is Buried From
Westminster Abbey, With
Throngs Overflowing and
Lining Streets for Blocks

Harvey Represent»** U. S.
Widow Deeply Touched byMessages of SympathyandCondolence froim America

From The Tribune's European IJureauCopyright, 1822, New yerlt Tribuna Ino.LONDON, Aug. 15.-.With journal¬ists filling the choir stalls usually re¬
served for distinguished statesmen on
ceremonia^ occasions the tributo of the
press was the predominant note struck
at the funeral services for ViscountNorthcliffe to-day in Westminster Ab¬
bey. Forming in Fleet Street, the
procession of journalists marched tothe Abbey this morning and made upthe greater part of the congregation,which included Ambassador Harvey,for the United States; Ambassador deSt. Aulaire, for France, and Sir Ed¬ward Grigg, representing PremierLloyd George.
Lady Northcliffe, Lord Rothcrmereand other relatives were the chief

mourners, followed by the "editorialstaffs of the Northcliffe publications.
I Hundreds were unable to enter thecrowded Abbey, where a fuil choralservice was held, and dense crowdslined the streets through which themotor-hearse passed. It was notedthat men onlookers outnumbered the
women, who are generally in the ma¬
jority in street crowds.

Service Simple Like Man
LONDON, Aug. 17 (By The Associ¬

ated Press)..The funeral ceremonies
were devoid of all the pomp and pano¬ply usually associated with the lastrites to the country's national figures.They were in consonance with the
great journalist's unostentatious life
and character.
The ritual consisted of the recita¬

tion of chosen Biblical verses and the
Psalms, the singing of Lord North¬
cliffe's favorite hymn and the playingj of the Dead March from Saul and
Chopin's Funeral March.
There were no honorary pall-bearers.The massive open coffin, covered with a

pall of silk and gold, was borne into
the edifice by eight attendants of the
abbey. The funeral cortege filed pastthe tomb of the Unknown British Sol¬
dier on its way to the catalfalque be¬
fore the altar, while the celebrant of
the service repeated the stately sen¬

tences of the burial ritual: "I am the
resurrection and the life."

Widow Follows Casket
The casket was followed by LordNorthcliffe's widow, who was supported

on either side by Lord Rothermere andCecil Harmsworth, brothers of the dead
journalist. Then came relatives andclose friends. George Harvey, theAmerican Ambassador, occupied a pewnear the choir. Next to the widow wasLord Northcliffe's disabled brother,Vyvyan Harmsworth; who was wheeled
to the altar in an invalid's chair.
As the coffin was borne from the

great' edifice f*r final interment in St.
Marylebone Cemetery, bells tolled a
dirge, announcing that the Church had
given its blessings to the dead. Im¬
mense crowds stood uncovered, as the
procession moved out of Parliament
Square and past the statue of AbrahamLincoln. A light but continuous rain
and sodden skies lent additional melan-,| choly to the occasion and seemed sym¬bolic of the nation's sorrow.
King George and Queen Mary were

not represented at the funeral, but" theI Prince of Wales sent General Cotter to
represent him.

Buried Beside Father
The body of Lord Northcliffe wasburied beside that of his father. The

services at the grave were conducted bythe Bishop of Birmingham. Over the
grave flowers were banked in profu¬sion, tokens from persons of high andlow degree. One of the most promi¬nent of the. offerings came from LordNorthcliffe's mother- It was inscribed."With everlasting love."

Lady Northcliffe, through Ambas¬
sador Harvey, to-day sent a messageof grateful thanks to President Hard¬
ing and Secretary of State Hughes for
their condolences. Among other'mes¬
sages received to-day by Lady North¬
cliffe from persons offering their sym¬pathy in the passing of her husband,
were those from William Howard Taft,Chief Justice of the United States;Signor Orlando, former Premier of
Italy, and Senor Edwards, the Chilean
Minister to Great Britain.

George William Ely Is
Dead at Summer Home

Former President of Bankers-
Trust Company and Secre¬

tary of Stock Exchange
George William Ely, formerly presi¬

dent of the Bankers Trust Company
and secretary of the New York Stock
Exchange from 18S3 to 1919, when he
retired, died yesterday in his summer
home, Onteora Park, Tannersville, N. Y.

Mr. Ely was born in New York Jan¬
uary 6, 1840. He was educated in pri¬
vate schools, and from the time that he
began business as a stock broker he
had been prominent in the financial
world. He joined the 7th Regiment in
1862 and went to the front in the Civil
War, the youngest captain that this or¬
ganization ever had. ' Í

In 1866 Mr. Ely became teller in the
Continental National Bank, and he had
held a number of responsible positions
with financial organizations. He was
elected secretary of the Stock Exchange
in the early '80s' and twenty years later
was made president of the Bankers
Trust Company. In 1864 he married
Frances Almira Wheeler, who, with
three children, survive him. Mr. Ely
was a member of the University, New
York Athletic, Church, Barnard and
New York. Yacht clubs.
